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Arab forum tackles a Washington taboo 


Washington - This story began - as so many do 

- with a lunch. 

While attending a conference in 2004 in the tiny 
Gulf state of Qatar, I was invited to break bread 
with the ruler, Sheikh Hamad bin Khalifa al-Thani, 
and his wife, Sheikha Mozah. As a bewildering 
array of courses came and went, the royal couple 
talked of their vision for reform and openness and 
asked me if I had any suggestions. 

It was the start of a journey, now entering its sixth 
year, that led to the formation of the first global 
free speech forum in the Middle East - The Doha 
Debates - and last month to a highly controversial 
session in Washington. 

My suggestion to Qatar’s ruler was to stage a series 
of town hall debates in the country, get people 
arguing without fear of censorship or repercussions 
and tackle the hottest political topics in the Arab 
and Islamic worlds. The key condition was that 
my team would retain full editorial independence 

- with no interference of any kind from the state. 

Haifa decade later, that condition has been respected 
in full. Moreover, hundreds of young Arabs from 
across the region have talked publicly and for the 
first time in their lives about such issues as war, 
extremism, Arab disunity, and human rights. 

They have embraced the concept that words are 
the only acceptable weapons in a civilized society; 
they have formed their own debating teams and 
come to our events, ready to challenge the likes 
of Shimon Peres, Bill Clinton, and senior Hamas 
official Mahmoud A1 Zahar. 

It may be a clichA© in the West to talk of debates 
as the court of public opinion. But it’s not a 


clichA© in the Arab world, where free speech is 
the rarest of all commodities - and where there is 
simply no other possibility of holding key political 
figures and thought leaders to account. Never mind 
if those speakers tell the truth or lie their heads off 
- at least they are forced to listen to the public’s 
criticism and obliged to justify their positions. 

If you can stage debates like that in the Middle 
East, you’d have thought it would be easy to do the 
same in the US. You’d have thought wrong. 

“Why would we write you a blank check to come 
to our campus and say whatever you want?” asked 
one prominent - and incredulous - East Coast 
academic. 

“Why would I accept less freedom than I get in 
Qatar?” I replied. 

It was a telling start to a struggle over free speech 
in America that I simply never had expected. 

Few observers felt we would survive Washington. 
Media colleagues and PR experts told us well 
before we arrived that they scented blood - ours - 
and that after our debate March 25 at Georgetown 
University, we would be hammered by lobbyists, 
pundits, and hostile hacks. 

Whichever way it went, they said, our reputation 
was finished. 

The direct cause of our predicted demise was 
nothing more than my insistence on debating 
Israel’s relationship with the US in a city that 
quakes at the slightest prospect of upsetting 
Jerusalem or criticizing its actions in public. 

We didn’t set out to upset anyone. But we did 
debate the robust motion “that this house believes 


it’s time for the US administration to get tough 
on Israel,” in the belief that it would air opinions, 
not often heard in the US, and provoke a timely 
discussion of the Obama administration’s approach 
to the region. 

As it happened, we came, we debated - and lo and 
behold - not a single dog even snarled at us! No 
sign, either, of the much-vaunted Jewish lobby, 
apparently poised to strike at anyone who dared 
question Israel’s peace-loving credentials. 

I won’t pretend that all our participants enjoyed the 
event. The motion’s opponents, Harvard law Prof. 
Alan Dershowitz and former Israeli Ambassador 
to the United Nations Dore Gold, lost graciously 
enough to the other side, Michael Scheuer, who 
had hunted Osama bin Laden for the Central 
Intelligence Agency, and Avraham Burg, former 
speaker of the Israeli Knesset. But at times the 
evening must have seemed to them a like a rough 
session at the dentist: a lot of painful scraping, 
probing, and drilling. 

We do that eight times a year in that roughest of 
neighborhoods, the Middle East, without any 
threat of being savaged by anyone. And now we 
have done it in a highly charged Washington - and 
got away with it. 

I was surprised to learn that freedom of this kind 
is considered such a risky proposition - or “blank 
check” in the US. But unlike most other checks 
these days, this one really does pay dividends. 
Keep writing them, America.

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Obama announces plan to 
close U.S. tax loopholes

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

President Barack Obama 
proposed Monday to raise 
taxes on the overseas 
profits of U.S. companies 
and to go after evaders 
who abuse offshore tax 
shelters. 

In announcing a series of 
steps aimed at overhauling 
the U.S. tax code, Obama 
complained that existing 
law makes it possible to 
“pay lower taxes if you 
create a job in Bangalore, 

India, than if you create 
one in Buffalo, New York. 

The proposal will be a 
hard sell in Congress. Sen. 

Max Baucus, chairman 
of the tax-writing Senate 
Finance Committee, 

offered a tepid response. 

“Further study is needed to assess the 
impact of this plan on U.S. businesses,” 
said Baucus, a Democrat. “I want to make 
certain that our tax policies are fair and 
support the global competitiveness of 
U.S. businesses.” 

The president said he wants to prevent 
U.S. companies from deferring tax 
payments by keeping profits in foreign 
countries rather than recording them at 
home and called for more transparency 
in bank accounts that Americans hold 
in notorious tax havens like the Cayman 
Islands. 

“If financial institutions won’t cooperate 
with us, we will assume that they are 
sheltering money in tax havens and act 
accordingly,” Obama said. 

Many provisions of the complicated 
and much-maligned tax code in fact are 
worded in ways that allow people to 
legally cut comers. And the code is filled, 
likewise, with language that in many 


circumstances authorizes legal tax end- 
arounds, if not pure avoidance. 

During much of his long campaign for 
the White House, Obama campaigned for 
an overhaul and simplication of the code. 
At the White House event Monday, he 
said his new proposals would generate an 
average of about $21 billion a year in new 
taxes. That would amount to only about 2 
percent of next year’s projected deficit of 
$1.2 trillion, however. 

Under his plan, companies would not be 
able to write off domestic expenses for 
generating profits abroad. The goal is to 
reduce the incentive for U.S. companies to 
base all or part of their operations in other 
countries.Obama said the government 
also is hiring nearly 800 new agents to 
enforce the U.S. tax code. 

Congress is expected to resist significant 
portions of Obama’s plan. 

The administration is not seeking to repeal 
all overseas tax benefits.

FDA moves against 
swine flu fraud

WASHINGTON - The Food and Drug Administration 
has found at least 20 Web sites that may be fraudulently 
marketing products with claims that they guard against 
or cure swine flu, an agency official said Monday. 

The FDA publicly rebuked one such site Monday 
— http://rebuildermedical.com — for offering a $199 
“SilverCure Swine Flu Protection Pack” that includes 
shampoo, lotion, conditioner and soap that supposedly 
deposit traces of silver.

Iraq insists on U.S. troops 
leaving cities by June 30

BAGHDAD (AP) — Iraq’s 
government Monday ruled out 
allowing U.S. combat troops 
to remain in Iraqi cities after 
the June 30 deadline for their 
withdrawal, despite concern 
that Iraqi forces cannot cope 
with the security challenge 
following a resurgence of 
bombings in recent weeks. 
Asking U.S. forces to stay in 
the cities, including volatile 
Mosul in the north, would be 
embarrassing for Iraq’s prime 
minister, who has staked his 
political future on claims 
that the country has turned 
the corner in the war against 
Sunni and Shiite extremists. 
The departure of heavily 
armed combat troops from 


bases inside the cities is 
important psychologically to 
many Iraqis, who are eager to 
regain control of their country 
after six years of war and U.S. 
military occupation. 

U.S. officials played down the 
Iraqi decision, with Pentagon 
spokesman Bryan Whitman 
saying it’s up to the Iraqi 
government to request an 
extension of the U.S. presence 
in the cities and “we intend to 
fully abide by” terms of the 
security agreement. 

The chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, Adm. Mike 
Mullen, told reporters Monday 
that violence had not risen to a 
level that would force a change 
in the withdrawal schedule.

Obama called his proposal 
“a downpayment on the 
larger tax reform we need 
to make our tax system 
simpler and fairer and more 
efficient for individuals and 
corporations.” 

“Nobody likes paying taxes, 
particularly in times of 
economic stress,” he said. 
“But most Americans meet 
their responsibilities because 
they understand that it’s an 
obligation of citizenship, 
necessary to pay the costs of 
our common defense and our 
mutual well-being.” 

The current tax code, Obama 
said, makes it too easy for “a 
small number of individuals 
and companies to abuse 
overseas tax havens to avoid 
paying any taxes at all.” 


Obama said he was willing to 
make permanent a research 
tax credit that was to expire 
at the end of the year and is 
popular with businesses. 

Officialsestimatethatmaking 
the tax credits permanent 
would cost taxpayers $74.5 
billion over the next decade. 

But administration aides 
said 75 percent of those tax 
credits cover the cost of 
workers’ wages. 

Under existing laws, 
companies with operations 
overseas pay U.S. taxes only 
if they bring the profits back 
to the United States. 

If they keep the profits 
offshore, they can defer 
paying taxes indefinitely. 
Obama’s plan, which would 
take effect in 2011, would 
change that.

“Everything you need to 
protect yourself and family,” 
the Web site says. But the 
FDA says no silver-based 
products have been approved 
for swine flu treatment or 
prevention, so it’s illegal to 
claim such benefits. 

Alyson Saben, who heads 
a new FDA swine flu 
consumer fraud team, 
told The Associated 
Press in an interview 
that ReBuilderMedical 
Technologies Inc. will have 
48 hours to take corrective 
action or face criminal or 
regulatory action from the 
FDA. 

A phone message and e-mail 
to the company were not 
immediately returned. 
Officials on the new swine 
fraud team working over the 
weekend found at least 20 
other sites peddling products 
for swine flu accompanied 


by potentially fraudulent 
claims, Saben said. 

She declined to identify 
the other sites until the 
agency investigates their 
claims and makes a decision 
about their accuracy. But 
she said they were things 
like antiviral medications 
being sold without a 
doctor’s prescription, 

dietary supplements with 
exaggerated claims, and flu 
diagnostic and protection 
kits. 

“Unfortunately we see that 
these deceptive products 
are being offered, and by 
purveyors of products 
that take advantage of the 
public’s concerns about the 
virus,” Saben said. “FDA will 
consider whatever means are 
necessary and available to 
us to immediately stop the 
marketing of unapproved, 
uncleared or unauthorized 
products.” 

The FDA is asking members 
of the public to notify the

agency when they encounter 
potentially fraudulent 

products. Tips can be 
submitted at: http://www. 
fda.gov/oci/flucontact.html 
Forms of silver like ionic 
silver or colloidal silver — 
none of them approved for 
swine flu — are nonetheless 
easy to find online 
accompanied by claims that 
they fight or prevent the new 
flu. A Web site called http:// 
www.swineflugone.com is 
selling a 2 oz. spritzer bottle 
with a concoction of ionic 
silver, echinecea, eucalyptus 
and spearmint and claiming 
it will “Stop Swine Flu in Its 
Tracks.” 

Another site, http://www.flu- 
watch.org, claims to disclose 
“What the CDC won’t tell 
you that just may save your 
life.” Colloidal silver is 
offered as a lifesaving cure. 
Other sites are selling the 
antiviral Tamiflu apparently 
without requiring a doctors’ 
prescriptions, or expensive 


kits of surgical masks, 
gloves, and anti-bacterial 
wipes and gels. 

Surgical masks and gloves 
are medical devices and must 
have FDA approval. But even 
if the items themselves being 
sold are FDA-approved, the 
claims being made about 
them may not be accurate, 
Saben said. 

The Centers for Disease 


Control and Prevention does 
not recommend widespread 
use of face masks, saying 
only that they may be useful 

— along with other measures 

— for people who may be 
in close contact with people 
may have flu. Surgical gloves 
are only recommended for 
people like first responders 
having direct contact with ill 
people.

WASHINGTON (AP) 
— Amid fears that terror 
suspects could be brought 
to the United States, 
Democrats in the U.S. House 
of Representatives rebuffed 
on Monday the Obama 
administration’s request 
for $50 million to relocate 
prisoners from the detention 
facility at Guantanamo Bay, 
Cuba. 

House Appropriations 
Committee Chairman David 
Obey, a Democrat, dropped 
the request from a $94.2 
billion bill to finance military 
and diplomatic efforts in Iraq 
and Afghanistan until late 
this year. 

The prisoner relocation 
allotment would have 
been a minute portion of 
President Barack Obama’s 
request, but small as it is 
it has inflamed Congress 
and given Republicans an 
opening with which to bash 
Obama. Many Democrats 
also were skittish about the 
political danger of voting to 
bring terror suspects into the 
United States. 

At the same time, Obey 
served notice that Obama’s 
move to boost troop levels 
and increase the tempo 
of military operations in 
Afghanistan had better show 
results or else he would 
rethink his support of the 
effort. 

The bill, which was released 
to selected lawmakers 
Monday, registers about $9 
billion more than Obama’s 
$84.9 billion request, 
reflecting additional money 
for procurement of cargo 
planes, armored combat 
vehicles, helicopters and 
other items. About $3 billion 
was added above Obama’s $7 
billion request for foreign aid 
accounts, including security 
aid to Israel, funding to help 
Mexico fight drug cartels 
and $100 million to fight 
AIDS and other diseases in 
places including Haiti and 
Congo. 

Obey also boosted the 
administration’s $1.5 billion 


request to fight influenza to 
$2 billion. 

The administration has yet to 
develop a plan to carry out 
Obama’s executive order to 
close the Guantanamo Bay 
facility by early next year. 
The Pentagon has not said 
how many of the 240 or so 
detainees still there would 
be transferred to the United 
States or where they would 
be held. About 50 to 100 
detainees would be shipped 
to this country, according to 
Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates. 

Last week, Gates told 
lawmakers that the $50 
million request for relocating 
the detainees was simply 
a “plug in the budget” that 
was just “a hedge that would 
allow us to get started if some 
construction is needed to be 
able to accommodate those 
detainees.” 

That degree of uncertainty, 
combined with not-in-my- 
backyard politics, made it an 
easy call for Obey to omit the 
request. 

“When they have a plan, 
they’re welcome to come 


back and talk to us about it,” 
Obey said. 

Top Republicans such as 
Senate Minority Leader 
Mitch McConnell have 
suggested that holding terror 
detainees in the United States 
would represent a security 
threat. 

“The American people 
want to keep the terrorists 
at Guantanamo out of their 
neighborhoods and off of 
the battlefield,” McConnell 
said. He urged Obama to 
reconsider his time line for 
emptying the Guantanamo 
Bay prison just as he has 
reconsidered his deadline for 
ceasing combat operations in 
Iraq. 

While funding Obama’s 
request to send more 
troops and equipment to 
Afghanistan, Obey also made 
clear that there is limited 
patience among Democrats 
controlling Congress for an 
open-ended commitment to 
that war effort. 

Obey attached language 
requiring the administration 
to issue a report by February 


on whether the weak 
governments of Afghanistan 
and Pakistan are doing 
enough to warrant continued 
support. 

“I am extremely dubious 
about the ability of the 
administration to achieve its 
ends in that operation,” Obey 
said. “It’s an extremely uphill 
battle.” 

Democrats have heeded 
Obama’s demand to keep the 
bill largely free of domestic 
add-ons, although lawmakers 
including Rep. John Murtha 
and Rep. Nita Lowey, both 
Obama’s Democratic party- 
mates, succeeded in swelling 
spending for military and 
foreign aid accounts. 

Murtha had hoped to use the 
bill to advance $8 billion to 
$9 billion in extras for the 
military, such as Stryker 
armored combat vehicles and 
C-17 cargo planes. 

Pressure from Speaker Nancy 
Pelosi, senior Democrat in 
the House, and other party 
leaders forced Murtha to cut 
from 15 to eight the number of 


C-17 planes from the Boeing 
Co. Eight of the planes would 
cost $2.2 billion. Boeing was 
unsuccessful in winning new 
F-18 fighters. 

There also is $904 million 
for C-130 cargo planes 
and money for four F-22 
advanced fighters, which 
the White House requested. 
Funding for F-22s would be 
cut off after that. 

Foreign aid financing 
includes accelerating $555 
million for Israel and $360 
million for Egypt that was to 
have been provided later in 
the year. 

Obama’s request, including 
money to send thousands 
more troops to Afghanistan, 
would push the costs of the 
two wars to almost $1 trillion 
since the Sept. 11, 2001, 
terror attacks against the 
United States, according to 
the Congressional Research 
Service. 

While the Iraq war by far gets 
the most money, the request 
reflects a shift in focus from 
Iraq to Afghanistan. 
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Teen sen escapes Ha. family slaying

LAKELAND, Fla. - His father 
and stepmother had fought 
before, and 13-year-old Nathan 
Bellar had no reason to believe 
their latest exchange would 
turn violent. 

After an argument on Sunday, 
though, the teen watched his 
father gun down the woman as 
she tried to take her sons to their 
grandparents’. Nathan ran back 
through the house and heard 
his father shoot his younger 
brothers, but the gunfire wasn’t 
over. 

His father chased him through 
the cluttered garage and took 
aim, but tripped on a bicycle 
before he could get off another 
fatal shot. As Nathan ran 
screaming to the safety of a 
neighbor’s house, the father 
killed himself in the front 
lawn. 

The teen was staying with his 
grandparents Monday, a day 
after investigators said Troy 
Ryan Bellar, 34, shot and killed 
his wife, Wendy Bellar, 31, and 
their 5-month-old and 8-year- 
old sons. Polk County Sheriff 
Grady Judd said the surviving 
teen was quiet and cried some 
after the shootings but also 
helped detectives piece together 
the deadly sequence of events. 
“His entire family is gone,” 
Judd said. 

“What he witnessed, what he 
was engaged in, most people in 
this world will never witness,” 
the sheriff later added. 

Wendy Bellar was carrying 5- 
month-old Zack James Bellar 
out the front door in a car 
seat when Nathan Bellar saw 
his father follow them with a 
7.62 mm rifle, Judd said. She 
intended to take the infant 
and her 8-year-old son, Ryan 
Patrick Bellar, to her in-laws 
for the night but was shot down 
on the screen porch. 

Nathan told deputies the earlier 
argument gave no indication 
that the evening would turn 
violent. Investigators said they 
had not found any suicide note, 
and a motive remained unclear 
for the killings in Lakeland, 
between Tampa and Orlando. 
“They argued a little bit, but 
nothing significant,” Judd said. 
It wasn’t the first argument for 
the couple who’d been married 
for a 10 years. According to 
an arrest affidavit, Troy Bellar 
accused his wife of hitting, 
punching and scratching 
him in March. Wendy Bellar 


was arrested on suspicion of 
domestic battery, and the case 
was pending. 

Sunday night’s gunfire sent 
panicked neighbors to their 
phones to dial 911. One of them 
told an emergency dispatcher 
she saw the teen “running 
around in the garage with his 
hands up, and like screaming,” 
according to a recording of the 
call. 

After Nathan safely reached the 
home of another neighbor, that 
woman relayed information 
from him to a 911 dispatcher. 
“A boy’s here at my house that 
lives there and says that his 
dad shot his mom and there’s a 
baby there,” the neighbor, who 
was not identified, told a 911 
operator. 

“I know this is going to be very 
hard for you to ask him,” the 
operator said. “Is his mom still 
alive?” 

After an exchange between 
the neighbor and the boy, the 
woman told the operator: “She 
got shot in the head.” 

Deputies arrived at a horrific 
scene: Wendy Bellar and her two 
young sons dead from gunshot 
wounds in their screened-in 
porch and their father lifeless 


in the front yard. A preliminary 
investigation indicates that 
more than 10 rounds were fired 
in all. 

“It left veteran detectives and 
crime scene technicians that 
do this for a living stunned last 
night,” Judd said. 

Detectives praised the surviving 
teen for being helpful. 

“He cried some, as you can 
imagine,” Judd said. “As he 
should have done. And he was 
very quiet. And we were very 
delicate with him.” 

Investigators say Troy Bellar 
ran a home remodeling and 
handyman business, which 
next-door neighbor Doug Lane 
said seemed to do a steady 
business despite the economic 
downturn. 

“He said the remodeling had 
dropped off, but he was doing 
repair work for commercial 
apartments and that sort of 
thing,” Lane said. “He said that 
he was staying busy.” 

Judd couldn’t say if the family 
was experiencing any financial 
difficulties. 

Records show the husband 
had been arrested twice in the 
county, on suspicion of armed 
robbery and aggravated battery

in 1994 and for driving under 
the influence in 1999. He was 
convicted of petit/retail theft 
in the first case and of driving 
under the influence in the 
second. 

But if the couple argued before, 
Lane said he never heard 


them. He said he saw them 
sitting outside together Sunday 
evening, giving no indication 
that anything was wrong. 

“Troy and Wendy were good, 
good neighbors,” Lane said.

Last month, however, the top 
U.S. commander in Iraq, Gen. 
Raymond Odiemo, said he 
was worried that Iraqi forces 
won’t be ready to assume full 
responsibility for Mosul by 
the end of June. 

Privately, some U.S. officers 
fear the Iraqis may lose 
control of Mosul within a few 
months after American forces 
pull out of Iraq’s third largest 
city, where al-Qaida and other 
Sunni militants remain active. 
The U.S.-Iraq security 
agreement that took effect 
this year calls for American 
combat troops to leave urban 
areas by the end of June, 
with all U.S. forces out of the 
country by the end of 2011. 


But a series of high-profile 
bombings has raised 
questions whether Iraqi forces 
can assume more security 
responsibilities, especially in 
Mosul. 

Nationwide, at least 451 
people were killed in political 
violence last month, compared 
with 335 in March, 288 in 
February and 242 in January, 
according to an Associated 
Press tally. 

Even in Baghdad, where 
violence is down sharply 
from levels of two years ago, 
attacks are continuing. 

On Monday, two car 
bombs exploded almost 
simultaneously near the 
Oil Ministry and a police 
academy, killing at least three 
people and wounding eight. 
Although those casualties

were relatively low, the attack 
was significant because it 
occurred in a sensitive, well- 
guarded area in the heart of 
the Iraqi capital. 

The security agreement allows 
Prime Minister Nouri al- 
Maliki to request an extension 
of the deadlines if he feels 
Iraqi forces need help. But the 
prime minister’s spokesman 
said the withdrawal deadlines, 
including the June 30 date, 
were “non-extendable.” 
“These dates cannot be 
extended and this is consistent 
with the transfer and handover 
of responsibility to Iraqi 
security forces,” spokesman 
Ali al-Dabbagh said in a 
statement. 

Kurdish officials would prefer 
to keep U.S. troops in Mosul 
after the deadline. 

“I have doubts about security 
and stability in Mosul,” 
Kurdish politician Saadi 
Ahmed Pera said. “Therefore, 
U.S forces should stay in 
Mosul until all the pending 
problems among political 
groups in the city are solved.” 
However, many other key 
Iraqi politicians, including the 
newly elected leadership in 
Mosul, oppose keeping U.S. 
combat troops in urban areas 
after the June deadline. 


Al-Maliki, a Shiite, needs the 
support of the Sunni leadership 
in Mosul as he prepares for 
national elections by the end 
of the year. 

The new governor of the 
Mosul area told the AP on 
Monday that the departure 
of U.S. troops from the city 
will actually reduce violence, 
since much of it is directed at 
the Americans. 

“A U.S. withdrawal will 
reduce the number of targets,” 
Gov. Atheel al-Nujaifi said. 
“We believe it’s important for 
U.S. troops to stay in camps 
outside the cities to provide 
help only if needed.” 

The requirement to leave 
the cities applies only to 
combat troops and not to 
trainers, advisers and others 
in noncombat roles. The 
agreement does not preclude 
combat soldiers from 
patrolling in Baghdad, Mosul 
and other cities from bases 
outside the city limits. 

But prominent Shiite 
lawmaker Abbas al-Bayati said 
extending the June 30 deadline 
would “send the wrong signal 
to the Iraqi people” that the 
Americans might remain in 
the country indefinitely. 

“Thus both sides must 
stand together to fulfill the 


withdrawal timetable,” he 
said. 

U.S. combat troops largely 
pulled out of many cities in 
2005 and 2006 but returned a 
year later as part of the U.S. 
troop surge that was designed 
to protect civilians from Shiite 
and Sunni extremists living in 
their neighborhoods. 

This time, U.S. and Iraqi 
officials are gambling that 
Iraqi security forces are better 
trained and equipped to prevent 
the return of extremists than 
they were years ago. 
Extending the deadline 
would also call into question 
al-Maliki’s claim that his 
government has set the 
country on the road to stability 
— despite the occasional spike 
in violence. 

On Monday, al-Maliki told 
an audience in Paris that he 
would not allow Iraq to be 
used as a “base for any terrorist 
organization” and that the 
country was ready for foreign 
investment. 

Nevertheless, U.S. officials 
believe security in Iraq 
remains fragile because the 
various religious and ethnic 
groups have still not agreed on 
power-sharing arrangements 
necessary for long-term 
stability.

Gates seeking to reassure Gulf on outreach to Iran

CAIRO (AP) — The top U.S. 
defense official cautioned 
Monday that the Obama 
administration’s quest to 
bolster relations with Tehran 
most likely will be met at first 
by “a closed fist.” 

Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates is on a delicate mission 
to soothe Mideast allies’ 
concerns about American 
efforts to open diplomatic 
relations with Iran. 

Gates arrived in Cairo on the 
first leg of a Mideast tour that 
will include Saudi Arabia. He 
said part of his mission this 
week will be to assure the 
Saudis, and other Mideast 
allies, that any U.S. gesture 
toward Tehran will be for the 
purpose of improving security 
throughout the region. 
Building diplomacy with Iran 
“will not be at the expense of 
our long-term relationships

A second U.S. official said the 
U.S. is only “at first base” with 
Tehran and that diplomatic 
deals aimed at scaling back 
tensions over Iran’s nuclear 
program were still premature.

Judge orders release of 
Guantanamo prisoner

WASHINGTON (AP) — A federal judge on Monday 
ordered a Yemeni man released from Guantanamo Bay 
after seven years’ detention. 

U.S. District Judge Gladys Kessler says the United States 
should take all necessary diplomatic steps to release Alla 
Ali Bin Ali Ahmed. He was picked up seven years ago by 
Pakistani forces in a prayer house that the United States 
said was run by a high-ranking al-Qaida operative. 

Other Guantanamo detainees have been ordered released 
by the courts but remain at the prison because no other 
country will accept them. 

The judge gave the United States until June 15 to report 
back on the status of his release. Justice Department 
spokesman Dean Boyd said the decision is under review 
and that he can’t comment yet on whether the government 
will appeal. 

The United States argued that Ahmed, held as detainee 
692, was associated with al-Qaida and the Taliban. 
Prosecutors said he traveled to Faisalabad, Pakistan, in 
October 2001 and stayed at an al-Qaida guesthouse for 
about four months before being captured during a raid on 
the house in March 2002. 

Ahmed’s attorneys argued he was not a member of al- 
Qaida or any terrorist group and had no involvement in 
the Sept. 11, 2001, terrorist attacks. They said he did not 
participate in any armed conflict at any time or attempt to 
harm any Americans before he was picked up.

Survey says French 
excel at eating, sleeping

PARIS - The French are living up to their image as 
lovers of food and can add a new love to the mix, sleep, 
according to a survey released Monday. In fact, the 
French excel at the two leisure activities, spending more 
time at table and in bed than many other nations. 

The Paris-based Organization for Economic Cooperation 
and Development looked at the use of leisure time 
among 18 of its 30 member countries. 

Norwegians spend the most time at leisure, just over 
a quarter of their day, while at the low end, Mexicans 
spend just 16 percent of their time having fun. 

The French still win in the sleeping and eating categories, 
spending on average nearly 9 hours a day in bed. For 
the French, leisure continues in the waking hours, with 
more than 2 hours a day spent eating and drinking — 
nearly twice as much time at the table as Americans, 
Canadians or Mexicans. 

Americans also like their sleep, spending some 8.5 
hours a day doing just that. 

Despite the moderate amount of time Americans spend 
eating each day — about an hour and a quarter — U.S. 
obesity rates are the highest in the 30-member OECD 
with 34 percent of the American population with a 
Body Mass Index, or BMI, over the critical 30 mark. 
The lowest obesity rates are found in Korea, followed 
by Japan, with less than 4 percent of the population with 
a BMI over 30. 

The Koreans followed by the Japanese clock in at the 
low end of the sleep spectrum, getting 7.8 hours a day 
with the Japanese not far behind. 

The profiles on the use of leisure time were constructed 
by the OECD using 2006 data from the 18 member 
countries for which up to date surveys on use of time 
were available. 

Television ranks high among leisure activities in Japan 
— where it takes up 55 percent of free time, compared 
to a low of 25 percent for New Zealanders. 

The Turks are the most sociable population. They 
spend more than 35 percent of their time entertaining, 
compared to an OECD average of 11 percent.

The Maoists vowed Monday 
to launch demonstrations and 
shut down the government 
in protest of the president’s 
actions. 

“We have decided to begin 
mass protests ... and stall 
parliament until the president 
takes back his decision,” the 
Maoists’ party spokesman 
Nath Sharma said. 

The party has deep support 
in rural Nepal and would 
likely be able to gather tens 
of thousands of people in 
the streets of Katmandu and 
other cities.

Others, however, blame 
them for the chronic power 
outages, severe fuel shortages 
and rising food prices that 
have made life in this remote 
nation especially difficult in 
recent months. 

Home Ministry official 
Navin Ghimire said security 
forces were preparing to deal 
with potential unrest. 

“We are expecting trouble and 
are prepared to stop violence 
in the streets. Policemen are 
on high alert and will be 
mobilized throughout the 
capital,” Ghimire said. 
Authorities announced a 
ban on protests in key parts 
of Katmandu, including 
areas around the president’s 
residence and office. Police 
in riot gear were deployed 
across the city. 

The dispute between Dahal 
and Yadav centered on the 
Maoists’ former fighters who 
remain restricted to U.N.- 
monitored barracks under a 
peace accord. Dahal wanted 
the guerrillas freed and 


integrated into the military, 
as prescribed under a U.N.- 
brokered peace agreement. 
But army chief Rookmangud 
Katawal resisted those efforts 
and sparred repeatedly with 
the government. 

Dahal, who took office in 
August, fired Katawal on 
Sunday, prompting a key 
political party to withdraw 
from the Maoist-led ruling 
coalition. Hours later, 
Yadav reversed the decision 
provoking Dahal’s 
resignation. 

Dahal’s Communist Party of

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Swine flu leaves Southern Hemisphere out in cold

SAO PAULO (AP) — The 
Southern Hemisphere has been 
mostly spared in the swine flu 
epidemic. That could change 
when winter starts in coming 
weeks with no vaccine in place, 
leaving half the planet out in the 
cold. 

So far, the most affected nations 
have been in North America and 
Europe, which are heading into 
summer. But flu is spread more 
easily in the winter, and it’s 
already fall down south. Experts 
fear public health systems could 
be overwhelmed — especially if 
swine flu and regular flu collide 
in major urban populations. 

“You have this risk of an 
additional virus that could 
essentially cause two outbreaks 
at once,” Dr. Jon Andrus said 
at the Pan American Health 
Organization’s headquarters in 
Washington. 

There’s also a chance that the 
two flus could collide and mutate 
into a new strain that is more 
contagious and dangerous. 

“We have a concern there might 
be some sort of reassortment and 


that’s something we’ll be paying 
special attention to,” World 
Health Organization spokesman 
Dick Thompson said. 

Flu spreads more readily during 
the winter because people 


congregate indoors as the 
weather gets colder, increasing 
the opportunity for the virus to 
hop from person to person, said 
Raina MacIntyre, public health 
director at the University of New 


South Wales in Australia. Colder 
temperatures also may make 
it easier for the virus to infect 
people. 

“The highest peaks of influenza 
activity occur in winter,” 
MacIntyre said. “For us in 
the Southern Hemisphere, it’s 
particularly concerning.” 

And while New Zealand is 
the only southern nation with 
confirmed swine flu cases, “it’s 
almost inevitable that it will come 
to Australia,” she said. Health 
officials in Brazil also say it’s a 
near-certainty swine flu will hit 
Latin America’s largest nation, 
where there are 25 suspected 
cases but none confirmed so far. 
Humans have only limited natural 
immunity to this new blend of 
bird, pig and human viruses, but 
the strain has killed relatively 
few people in its current form 
compared to traditional flu, 
which kills about 36,000 people 
each year in the U.S. and more 
than 250,000 worldwide. 

The timing is particularly 
challenging for vaccine makers. 
A vaccine for swine flu is still 
months from being produced, 
and will likely be available just as 
flu season is ending in southern 
countries. 

“The vaccine won’t come in time 
for South America,” said Dr. 
Gonzalo Vecina of Sao Paulo’s 
prominent Hospital Sirio- 
Libanes. 

In addition, many companies 
may switch to making swine 
flu vaccine instead of seasonal 
flu vaccine, jeopardizing the 
southern countries’ regular flu 
vaccine stocks. That could mean 


Dictatorship-era official reappears 

in Paraguay

ASUNCION, Paraguay (AP) — A former 
dictatorship-era official considered a brutal 
torturer by human rights groups has made a 
surprise return to Paraguay, where he faces 
six pending trials for the disappearance and 
killings of government opponents in the 
1970s and 1980s. 

Minister Sabino Montanaro, who served as 
interior minister under ex-dictator Alfredo 
Stroessner, arrived in Asuncion early Friday 
after nearly two decades of self-imposed 
exile in Honduras, his lawyer said. 

Attorney Luis Troche did not explain why 
Montanaro decided to return but painted a 
picture of an ailing, aged man coming back 
to his native land. 

Montanaro, 86, suffers from a fractured hip, 
Parkinson’s disease, a form of pneumonia 
and arteriosclerosis, Troche said Monday. 
Officials said Montanaro was being treated 
in a police hospital, but it was not clear 
whether he had been taken into custody. 
Montanaro was interior minister for two 
decades under Stroessner. Human rights 
groups say the dictatorship was part of a 
regional network of right-wing military 
governments that abducted, tortured and 
“disappeared” thousands of suspected leftist 
dissidents during the so-called Dirty War. 


Paraguayan human rights activist Luis 
Alfonso Resck called Montanaro a “a brutal 
torturer.” 

When a military coup toppled the dictatorship 
in 1989, Montanaro sought refuge in the 
Honduran consulate in Asuncion. Days 
later he arrived in the Honduran capital, 
Tegucigalpa, where he lived until last 
week. 

His unexpected return could give Paraguay 
the chance to move forward with the pending 
prosecutions. 

Judge Arnaldo Fleitas said Monday he had 
“ordered a psychiatric exam to determine 
(Montanaro’s) mental state — whether he is 
in condition to appear before the court in the 
six pending trials against him for the torture, 
disappearance and death of dissidents.” 

The Paraguayan government also expressed 
irritation at Honduras for not alerting them 
to Montanaro’s travel plans, and said it was 
considering lodging a formal protest. 
“Montanaro should not have been able 
to leave Honduras so easily holding a 
diplomatic passport that expired in 1997,” 
Foreign Minister Hector Lacognata told 
reporters Monday. 

Paraguay sought for years to question 
Stroessner about “disappearances” during 
the dictatorship, but he died in exile in Brazil 
in 2006 at the age of 93 without facing trial. 



fewer seasonal flu vaccines 
available for next year’s Southern 
Hemisphere winter. 

“This is a concern we are working 
on,” Andms said. “We want to 
prevent it from being a potential 
barrier to getting it to the people 
who need it most.” 

Even in normal years, vaccine 
makers don’t have the capacity 
to make enough courses for more 
than a fraction of the world’s 
population. 

Some experts think health 
officials in Southern Hemisphere 
countries should be more 
concerned with seasonal flu than 
with swine flu. 

John Mackenzie, a flu expert at 
Curtin University in Australia, 
said countries should focus on 
regular flu vaccines for high 
risk populations, including the 
elderly and those with chronic 
illnesses, since this swine flu 
appears relatively mild so far. 
“Governments have to step up 
their actions to protect their 
populations, especially in the 
absence of a (swine flu) vaccine,” 
Thompson said. “Latin American 
countries may have a somewhat 
stronger surveillance system 
than in Africa. Africa’s going to 
need some additional support 
and surveillance.” 

In Africa, which has yet to confirm 
a swine flu case, an outbreak 
during traditional flu season will 
make diagnosing and treating 
the two vimses a challenge, said 
Barry Schoub, director of South 
Africa’s National Institute for 
Communicable Diseases. 

Even in the absence of cases, 
officials are preparing. O.R. 
Tambo International Airport in 
Johannesburg, the gateway to 
the region handling millions of 
travelers each year, has plans to 
get a thermal image detection 
system running to check 
passengers for fever. A supply of 
masks has been provided to that 
airport and others, as well. 
Hospitals have been given 
guidelines on how to handle 
suspected cases. South Africa, 
the richest country in the region, 
is poised to assist its neighbors 
should they need help with 
testing or treatment. 

South Africa has stockpiled about 
100,000 courses of the antiviral 
drug Tamiflu, which appears to 
help people afflicted with swine 
flu, and has access to more if 
needed, Schoub said. 

Other countries said they’re 
well-prepared, too. Australia 
has a stockpile of 8.7 million 
courses of Tamiflu and 
Relenza to treat its population 
of 22 million, MacIntyre said.

“no obligation” to go to the 
Preakness and added: “You’ve 
got to do what’s best for the 
horse and the horse has got to 
come first.” 

And the horse has given every 
indication he came out of the 
race in good order. 

“The Triple Crown is good for 
racing, and without the Derby 
winner, there is no chance to 
have one,” he said. 

The last Derby winner to skip 
the Preakness was an injured 
Grindstone in 1996. The last 
healthy Derby winner to miss 
it was Spend A Buck in 1985. 
Other Derby horses expected 
to take on Mine That Bird 
are fourth-place finisher 
Papa Clem and possibly 
Pioneerof the Nile, third- 
place Musket Man, Join in the 
Dance (seventh) and General 
Quarters (10th). 

Potential newcomers include 
Delta Jackpot winner Big 
Drama, Withers winner Mr. 
Fantasy, Take the Points and 
Miner’s Escape. 


The Preakness is limited to 14 
starters. 

The big question, of course, is 
whether Mine That Bird can 
win the Preakness and set up 
a Triple Crown attempt in the 
Belmont Stakes on June 6. 
The last Triple Crown winner 
was Affirmed in 1978. 

Borel said he’ll be more than 


happy to take a shot. 

“He’s plenty of horse,” he 
said. 

Pioneerof the Nile’s trainer 
Bob Baffert had some advice 
for Woolley and owners Mark 
Allen and Leonard Blach on 
Sunday: if Mine That Bird is 
OK, go for it. 

“This is a dream of a lifetime,” 


Baffert said. “I hope he comes 
out of it well and they go and 
maybe he’s for real. We’re 
going to find out.” 

Last year, Big Brown won the 
Derby and the Preakness, but 
finished last in the Belmont 
after being pulled up on the 
turn for home. 


Swiss go out despite beating U.S. 4-3

BERN, Switzerland (AP) 
— Switzerland scored a 4-3 
overtime victory against the 
United States on Monday 


but was still eliminated 
from the ice hockey world 
championship. 

The host nation needed 
a victory in regulation to 
advance — and held the lead 


twice — but only found the 
winning goal 13 seconds into 
the extra period. 

U.S. defenseman Ron Hainsey 
twice scored on long range 
power-play shots in the second 
period to help the U.S. avoid a 
regulation defeat which could 
have meant a quarterfinal 
match against Canada. 

The Americans will face 
Finland in the last eight 
because the Finns could not 
beat Canada in regulation 
despite holding a 3-1 lead in 
the second period. That game 
in Zurich was 3-3 at the end 
of regulation and also went to 
OT. 

Canada has won the Zurich- 
based group and will next play 
Latvia, the No. 4 seed from 
Bern which relied on the U.S. 
scoring at least a point against 
the Swiss. 

Switzerland led in the first 
and second periods of an often 
bad-tempered match. 

Swiss forward Julien Sprunger 
was wheeled off the rink and 


taken to hospital for treatment 
to a neck injury after being 
sent into the boards by David 
Backes at 7:15 of the first. 
Backes was ejected with a 
game misconduct call. 

U.S. captain Dustin Brown 
was then called for roughing, 
gifting the Swiss a 5-on-3 
chance. 

Switzerland took almost the 
full two minutes of its two- 
man advantage to get the puck 
on goal, and scored when 
Andres Ambuhl scooped in the 
rebound from Robert Esche’s 
save at 9:42. 

The U.S. wasted a 5-on-3 late 
in the first, but tied the game 
on its next power play at 5:57 
of the second. 

Hainsey hit a slap shot from 
near the offensive blue line 
beating Swiss goalie Martin 
Gerber low to his left glove 
side. 

The U.S. had a goal ruled 
out on video review before 
Swiss captain Mark Streit and 
U.S. forward Kyle Okposo 
were called for roughing. 


Streit, the New York Islanders 
defenseman, was also 
penalized for fighting against 
Russia. 

Switzerland led again at 11:03 
when Romano Lemm was left 
alone between the circles and 
scored on a pass from behind 
the goal line. 

Chris Higgins tied the game at 
15:08 on a shot that squeezed 
through Gerber’s glove. 

The U.S. had its first lead 
at 3-2 on another two-man 
advantage in the final minute of 
the period. This time Hainsey 
scored high to Gerber’s stick 
side with 12 seconds left. 
Switzerland tied it at 3-3 
midway through the third 
when Martin Pluss finished 
off a sweeping move down the 
left wing. 

The U.S. had two empty-net 
chances late on but Jason 
Blake hit a post and had a goal 
disallowed for offside. 

Gerber had 21 saves for the 
win, and Esche also had 21 
stops. 
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Hatton’s dad says beaten son won’t rush to quit

LONDON (AP) — Ricky 
Hatton’s father said his son 
won’t hurry a decision whether 
to retire after his second-round 
knockout defeat to Manny 
Pacquiao. 

After being knocked down 
twice in the opening round, 


the 30-year-old Briton was 
flattened by Pacquiao’s left 
hook in Las Vegas on Saturday 
for his second defeat in 47 
fights. 

After spending several minutes 
on his back in the ring, the two- 
time light-welterweight world 


champion had to be taken to 
a hospital for a precautionary 
brain scan, which revealed no 
damage. 

“He’s perfectly all right,” Ray 
Hatton told BBC Radio Five 
on Sunday. “They’ve checked 
him out. He’s had all the tests 
and everything. He’s not got a 
mark on him.” 

The loss may leave a lasting 
mark on the fighter’s 
confidence, however, with 
Hatton’s flimsy defense 
making him an easy target. 
Ray Hatton said his son, whose 
other loss was a lOth-round 
knockout defeat to Floyd 
Mayweather Jr. in December 
2007, would now have to 
consider whether to carry on. 
“Obviously, we will support 
him in whatever he does and 
we’ll leave that with him,” 
Hatton said. “At this moment 
in time, he’s probably got a few 
mixed feelings about it. He’ll 
make that decision whichever 
way he wants to and the family 
will support him. 


“I don’t think he would let 
anybody make that decision 
for him. He would make it 
himself, that’s one thing I am 
absolutely certain of. He’s 
very, very strong willed.” 

Ray Hatton said his son did 
not need to continue boxing 
for the money, and that the 
fighter was convinced he had 
caught Pacquiao with some 
good punches before he was 
knocked out. 

“He just said, ‘The old heart 
ruled the head again, dad; 
steaming in, got my warning 
signs in the first round. Set off 
OK at the start of the second 
round, caught Manny with 
a few shots. Really worried 
Manny a little bit. Manny was 
just throwing wild shots.’ He 
said, ‘Then the heart ruled 
the head again and I went 
steaming in.’” 

Hatton’s trainer Floyd 
Mayweather Sr. called on him 
to quit. 

“I would suggest he retire. 
At the end of the day, it’s his 


decision,” Mayweather Sr. 
said. “He tried twice. He failed 
twice. He lost to my son and to 
lose to someone below that, it’s 
time to leave the ring. He made 
a good profit. Sometimes you 
have to go when your prime is 
still there.” 

Carl Froch, who knocked out 
Jermain Taylor a week ago 
to defend his WBC super- 
middleweight title, also hopes 
Hatton retires. 

“I think he’s certainly 
achieved over and above what 
anybody expected from him 
when he turned professional,” 
Froch said. “He’s achieved an 
unbelievable status, he’s up 
there with the best fighters in 
the world. He’s achieved all 
he can achieve. 

“I have to say, if I was in his 
position after last night’s 
performance, I would 
definitely retire. But I can’t 
speak for another fighter. He 
will decide what he’s going to 
do.”

All these guys laid down 
the path for guys like 
myself and Kobe Bryant, 
Chris Paul, Dwight 
Howard and Dwyane Wade 
to name a few,” James said 
in accepting the award at 
St. Vincent-St. Mary High 
School. 

James credited his 
teammates, who were 
present with coach Mike 
Brown to see him accept 
the award, for raising their 
games in the Cavaliers’ 
best season ever. 
“Individual accolades 
come when team success 
happens,” James said. 
“You look at those 14 guys 
over there, I got the award 
because of them. They put 
in the work.” 

At 24 years, 106 days on 
the final day of the regular 
season, James is the 
youngest player to win the 
award since Moses Malone 


(24 years, 16 days) in 1978- 
79. Wes Unseld was 23 when 
he won it in 1968-69. 

“I’m 24 years old. To be 
up here and win this MVP 
award, I never thought it 
would happen this fast. 
I always dreamed about 
celebrating championships 
with teammmates,” James 
said. 

“It takes a lot of sweat,” said 
Cleveland general manager 
Danny Ferry. “I’m sure he did 
a lot of sweating right here. 
I’ve been fortunate enough 
to watch him sweat the past 
four years when no one else 
was around. I just want to 
acknowledge that and give it 
a round of applause.” 

James vied all season for 
MVP honors with Bryant 
and Wade. The three played 
on the U.S. gold medalist 
Olympic team last summer 
and seemed to upstage each 
other nightly. 

“He deserved it,” Wade said. 
“I said all year, I thought 
LeBron was the MVP of this 


league. He’s a guy who every 
year is going to be in that 
conversation. ... He showed 
it all year, especially with his 
team’s success.” 

He started a career-high 81 
games and set personal bests 
in field-goal (49) and free- 
throw (79) percentages as 
well as blocks (93). James 
became the second player 
to post five straight seasons 
of at least 27 points, six 
rebounds and six assists. The 
other is Oscar Robertson, 
whose extraordinarily 

versatile game is the one to 
which James’ is most often 
compared. 

James nearly averaged a 
triple-double — 32 points, 
11.3 rebounds and 7.5 
assists — as the top-seeded 
Cavaliers breezed through 
the first round of the playoffs, 
sweeping the Detroit Pistons 
in four games. Cleveland 
will host the Atlanta Hawks 
in Game 1 on Tuesday. 

It’s no surprise James would 
select his high school for the 


ceremony. It’s where he 
won three state basketball 
championships and where 
he burst onto the national 
scene, becoming a Sports 
Illustrated cover subject 
at just 17 years old. He 


announced plans to skip 
college in the Fighting 
Irish’s quaint gym and 
recently filmed a “60 
Minutes” interview there, 
where his retired No. 23 
jersey hangs on a wall.

Martinelli gano adeptos sobre 
Herrera en momentos en que 
la crisis global originada en 
Estados Unidos ha debilitado 
el comercio internacional del 
que se alimenta el canal de 
Panama, que une los oceanos 
Pacifico y Atlantico.

la influenza H1N1 comienza a darle tregua a Mexico 


MEXICO DF (Reuters) - La epidemia de influenza mortal 
comenzo a darle una tregua a Mexico, que esta semana podria 
poner de nuevo sus motores en marcha tras varios dias de 
paralisis en su vida publica y en parte de su economia. 
Aunque el Gobierno dijo que ya ha pasado lo peor y los casos 
de infectados se han estabilizado, aun no se declara vencedor 
en la lucha contra el virus -mezcla de cepas porcinas, aviarias 
y humanas- y asegura que no se pueden descartar brotes 
posteriores. 

Mexico, con 22 muertes confirmadas hasta el momento, es el 
epicentro de la epidemia, pero en el mundo se han extendido 
los temores a una pandemia de influenza H1N1 mientras 
siguen surgiendo casos en paises tan lejanos como Nueva 
Zelanda. 

“Estamos confirmando que el virus entro a una etapa 
de estabilizacion y que, incluso, los casos comienzan a 
reducirse”, dijo el presidente mexicano, Felipe Calderon, en 
una entrevista transmitida el domingo por la noche.
